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Spiritual Truths from the 
Gospel of John! 

Jesus said, "I give you a new com- 
mandment: love one another. Just as I 
have loved you, you must also love one 
another. By this all people will know 
that you are my disciples, if you have 
love for one another..." John 13:34-35 

Jesus said, "I am the Way the Truth, 
and the Life. No one comes to the Fa- 
ther except through me..." John 14:6 

Jesus said, "If you love me, keep My 
commandments. And I will ask the Fa- 
ther and He will give you another coun- 
selor to be with you forever. He is the 
spirit of Truth.." John 14:15-17 

Jesus said, "remain in Me, and I in 
you. Just as a branch is unable to pro- 
duce fruit by itself unless it remains on 
the vine, so neither can you unless you 
remain in Me.." John 15:4 

Jesus said, "as the Father has loved 
Me, I have also loved you. Remain in 
My love. If you keep My commands you 
will remain in My love, just as I have 
kept My Father's commands and 
remain in His love..." John 15:9-10 



I would suggest you not just read 
these verses once. Spend a significant 
amount of time reflecting on these pas- 
sages. You might even take the whole 
month of October to meditate on these 
great spiritual truths from John.

• How are you receiving God's love 
and then reflecting or sharing that 
love with others? 

• What fruit are you allowing God's 
Holy Spirit to develop in your life? 
(remember fruit is defined in Gala- 
tians 5:22-23) 

• How is Oaks Christian Church living 
out these scripture passages? 

• What could happen at Oaks?
